Clearwater, Fla. (#) — Note to 
fishermen:

Florida waters, please keep an 
eye out for tarpons bearing Tex­ 
as “ license tags,” 
The local chamber of com­ 
merce has received notification 
from a naturalist at Port Ar­ 
kansas, Tex., saying he is com­ 
piling data on the growth and 
travel habits of the tarpon. And 
he has tagged and released a 
number caught in Texas waters. 
Now he wants the chamber of 
commerce to enlist the help of 
all fishermen hereabouts in re­ 
porting any marked fish caught 
on this side of the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico. 
A one-inch disc is attached to 
the dorsal fin of the tarpons he 
released. 


Ogunquit, Me. (/P)—Sportsmen 
who come to Maine to fish for 
giant tuna no longer need fear 
the jibes of scoffers to whom 
they relate their tales of suc­ 
cess. 
The Maine Tuna club is being 
organized here to provide docu­ 
mentary proof of achievement 
for fishermen who accomplish 
the feat of landing one of the 
mammoth prizes with rod and 
reel.
